To the Senate and House of Repre- 


sentatives of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania: 
Gentlemen— The legislation enacted 


»t the last general session of the legis- 
lature deserves as a whole very high 
commendation. There was an a>1senc9 
of those coruscations following the ex- 
ploitation of crime and scandal which 
appear to be so pleasing to many un- 


- thinking people, and the attention of 


the legislators was, instead, directed 
toward measures looking toward the 
advancement of our life and to the 
substantial benefit of the community. 
Results of far reaching 
Importance 


•were accomplished. The National Gov- 
ernment is making an earnest effort to 
curtail the effects of the exercise of 
the powers wielded by the great cor- 
porations of the country. It is far bet- 
ter to correct evils in their causes 
than it is to endeavor to escape the 
consequences. It is wiser to prevent the 
improvident grant of inordinate pow- 
ers than to restrain their exercise al- 
ter they have been granted. An easy 
modern method of enabling one man 
to get possession of the property 
which belongs to another is to author- 
ize him to organize a corporation and 
theu to give the corporation the right 
of eminent domain. It Is honorable to 
the Commonwealth ttat 
during the 


last two sessions of the Legislature 
there has been no extension of this 
right, and at the last session it was 
taken away from the private water 
companies which were rapidly seizing 
all of the streams of the State. This is 
believed to be the first pronounced 
conservative step taken by any one of 
the States in the way of curbing at 
the beginning and not at the end what 
is one o! the most evil of modern ten- 
dencies. Of recent years, all over the 
country, and especially in the South, 
there has been an increase of certain 
forms of personal violence, and these 
have often been met by local outbursts 
of popular fury until the minds of men 
have grown accustomed to Ij'nchings 
and even to burnings at the stake. 
One instance of death by fire caused 
by a mob occurred within a few miles 
of the borders of tne State. Instead of 
waiting to grieve over such violations 
of the law, the Legislature at its last 
session provided means by the estab- 
lishment of a mounted constabulary to 
prevent their occurrence. It is an ex- 
periment. the outcome of which is be- 
ing Watched with great interest both 
at home and abroad. Measures were

~Eealth of the people, for the collec- 


tion of their vital statistics, for tbe 
Improvement of their highways, for 
the preservation of the purity of their 
water supplies and their foods, for 
tho protection of their orchards, and 
for the amelioration of the conditions 
of the employment oE women and chil- 
dren. A law was passed to call into 
existence a great city at the western 
end of tha State, and another which 
provided for the deepening of the chan- 
nel of the Delaware, and aroused the 
activities of the city of Philadelphia 
more 
immediately interested in the 


success of the project. The public 
printing was overhauled, and the is- 
sues 
from 
the press of the State 


Printer much reduced in volume and 
expense. Ethical considerations were 
not forgotten, and an effort was made 
to preserve for the future the ties of 
family and home by calling a conven- 
tion of delegates frnm all of the States 
to endeavor to establish a uniform 
system of legislation throughout the 
country upon the subject of divorce. 
The suggestion has met with wide 
and favorable response. In fact, It may 
well be doubted whether any previous 
session of the legislature was more 
fruitful in good works or did more for 
the advancement of the public welfare. 
Since its adjournment, a wave of pop- 
ular and political unrest and commo- 
tion has spread over the land and left 
its impress in our 
own Common- 


wealth, as well as elsewhere. Such up- 
heavals, to whatever causes they may 
ba due, are to be regarded not as dis- 
asters, but as opportunities. It is at 
such times that much may be accom- 
plished by wise legislators to enhance 
the public weal. The unfortunate fail- 
ure of the Greater Pittsburg legisla- 
tion through the finding of the Su- 
preme Court that the act was uncon- 
stltutionaUand the failure of a banls, 
Incorporated and supervised by the 
National Government, holding at the 
time a large amount of State funds, 
have given the legal occasion for the 
calling of the Legislature together in 
extraordinary session under Article IV, 
Section 12, of the Constitution. I have, 
beside, been unwilling that the present 
popular disturbances should subside 
wihout securing mere permanent re- 
sults than the substitution of one con- 
tractor for another, the removal of In- 
cumbents from office, the overthrow 
of one political party or faction and 
the elevation of their opponents, and 
the suppression of one private ambi- 
tion in order that another may ie fos- 
tered and gratified. I have, therefore, 
railed you together In special session, 
and hare named for your consideration 
certain subjects, no one of which can 
nave about it anything of personal ad- 
vantage, and all of them, if embodied 
in legislation, will enure to the public 
good. Tba opportunity to do much to 
help the Commonwealth in these re- 
spects has come to you rather than to 
your predecessors or successors. The 
responsibility rests with you. Ths 
platforms of political parties and the 
editorials of public journals are in- 
teresting, but they axe advisers and 
critics only, not actors. You, and you 
alone, have the power to determine. 
The confidence of the people has vest- 
ed jou with authority. Upon you la 
imposed the duty. If you decide wisely 
you will have given a fitting climax to 
useful 
legislative labors, and done 


much to promote 
the 
welfare and 


maintain at its piesent elevation the 
reputation 
of 
the 
Commonwealth. 


Should you unhappily fail, the failure 
will be the more conspicuous and the 
unfortunate results the more wide- 
spread because of the unusual char- 
acter of tbe situation. On the other 
hand, should you succeed you will

Since 
hat time we have had frosts almost 
v;ry mornirg. 
The present crop of cringes was not

The royal banners ftre displayed, 
And may success the standard aid. 


I fain would banish far from hence 
The "Bights of Man" and common sense 
Confusion to his odious reign, 
That foe to princes, Thomas Paine! 
Defeat and ruin seize the cause 
Cf France, its liberties and laws! 


If the above lines be read contlnu 


ously, they seem to express very loya 
sentiments, but if you read the firs 
line o» the first \ crse and then the firs 
line of the second verse you will fin 
that they breathe the spirit of rampan 
rebellion: 
The pomp of courts and pride of kings

The Court did not say that 
cities in order to be united should be 
remote and not contiguous, nor that 
they should bo in different counties, 
nor did they say that because there 
are only two such cities it is impossi- 
ble, under the Constitution, to unite 
them. The ground of the decision was 
that there was enough in the act un- 
der consideration to show that it was 
intended to be limited to two specific 
cities, and was, therefore, local and 
special. A law enabling such cities to 
be united is in no sense local legisla- 
tion, if its terms be broad enough to 
include other possible cities 
having 


like needs and to make it clear that 
there is no exclusion of them and no 
limitation to certain particular cities. 
The history of the world shows that 
every great municipality hits led to tha 
growth of others in the immediate 
vicinity. Instead of being remote pos- 
sibility, it is inevitable certainty and 
arises from the natural desire of men 
to get the benefit and escape the bur- 
den. Babylon crossed the Euphrates; 
Rome the Tiber; Antwerp the Scheldt; 
London the Thames; Paris the Seine; 
New York the North River, and Phila- 
delphia the Schuylkill. Opposite every 
municipality along the Susuehanna, 
the Schuylkill and the Lehigh, another 
of more or less strength has appeared, 
and with the rapid extension of our 
population and wealth many of them 
ere long will be cities. Their union 
is likewise inevitable, just as Brook- 
lyn became a part of New York, and 
Germantown became a part of Phila- 
delphia. The necessary authority ought 
to be given. The competent legislator 
provides for the immediate future, re- 
fusing to close his eyes to all that is 
not thrust before them, and where the 
conditions are favorable villages be- 
come cities as certainly and naturally 
as youth grows into manhood. 


Care of State Money. 


The financial efforts of most of the 


states of the Union are directed towards 
securing sufficient revenue to meet the 
expenses of administration and pay the 
interest on the state obligations. In 
Pennsylvania, our concern is of a dif- 


fourths of the total of these two sums. 
It ought also to he made a misdemea- 
nor, punishable by fine and imprison- 
ment, to pay, offer or receive any con- 
sideration for the use of such moneys 
other than the interest payable to the 
State, or to make or accept any promise 
based upon alleged ability to secure 
the deposit of them. 
The views of 


leading bankers throughout the Com- 
monwealth upon the subject of means 
to protect the State moneys have been 
requested and will later be submitted 
for your consideration. 


Time For Reapportlonment. 


The time has come when a reappor- 


tlonment of the State into Senatorial 
and Representative districts, in com- 
pliance with the command of the Con- 
stitution, must be made. It is enough 
to say that you are required by the fun 
damental law, your oaths of office an 
your consciences, to make this reap 
portionment, but were anything mor 
needed, it is manifest that the presen 
division of the State is a misfit whic 
grows into greater disproportion wit 
each day and is fraught with gross in 
justice. 
Some men are deprived o 


their right and others are loaded wit 
what does not belong to them. Th 
difficulties in the way must he over 
come. It is unnecessai y to repeat her 
what was fully presented in my las 
message, to which you are referred 
but the Constitution itself offers al 
most insuperable obstacles and canno 
in all of its details of method he fol 
lowed. 
It must, therefore, yield i: 


what is of least importance to such an 
extent as to permit an apportionmen 
to be made. In construing the instru 
ment, we must draw a distinction he 
tween the mandate to divide the Stat 
into districts, which is absolute, anc 
must be obeyed, and the method pro 
vided, which is directory only, and i 
not of the same fundamental impor 
tance. This method ought to be fol 
lowed as closely as possible, but wher 
the result cannot otherwise be securec 
must be set aside. By dividing the line 
of a few of the counties, a fairly eguit 
able apportionment may be made, am 
one in accord with all of the othe 
requirements. 


Personal Registration. 


Section VII, Article 8, of the Con 


stitution, as amended November 
1901, adopted by a vote of the people 
contains provisions which make clea- 
a purpose to establish by legislation 
a personal registration of the voters 
and permits such legislation upon thi 
subject as may apply alone to cities 
I, therefore, again recommend that you 
pass a proper act providing for such 
registration.

ducive to the permanent welfare of the 
citizens. 


3d. The Governor ought not, by the 


exercise of the veto power, arbitrarily 
to thwart the will of the people ex- 
pressed by their legislators upon a sub- 
ject so important as the determination 
of fundamental principles of govern- 
ment. 


4th. Whichever form of government 


be the better adapted to the public 
needs, a sudden and radical change 
from one to the other is not to be en- 
couraged. 


Each of these propositions I believe 


to have been correct then and to be 
correct now. In reaching your conclu- 
sions, you ought to consider and give 
due heed to the opinions of the citizens 
of Philadelphia, since they are deeply 
concerned in the result.

Who was he that received such a 


passing sign of reverence and respect 
as he lay down to rest in that long, 
dreamless sleep which shall know no 
awakening here on this side of time's 
portal? la that costly burial case lay 
all that was mortal of Charles T. 
Yerker, one of the greatest promoters 
of ancient or modem times. 


The promoter is a mi n who conceives 


great idcai and then finds other men 
with gold who will assist him in carry- 
ing his plans into execution. 


Thjrmnwhose ashes were laid in 


the mirble tomb started life without 
fortune but his brain from youth to 
manhood was crammed with gigantic 
ideas, all cf which teaded to the ad- 
vancemsnt of the human race, in prin- 
ciple, commercially and fiaaneially. 
The man waa morally rotten; In had 
worn the 6k'p:s of a felon in State's 
prison; his hair had been cropped like 
that of a common thief; he hid march- 
ed in the lock-step of a convict, with 
his hand upon the shoulder of a mur- 
derer or of a highwayman, and yet, 
out of the depth of this "Slough of De- 
spond" he had risen to be the possessor 
of several enormous fortunes which he 
had scattered as chaff is scattered 
in the breath of the hurricane.

(A) Spraying, (B) Washing, (0) Fumi- 
gating, (D) Burning, ani (E) Ssrapicir. 
These are here named in ordar of their 
efficiency, and each will be discussed 
-in turn in detail.. It is to be observed 
that all of lhase are processes of con- 
tact applications or remediei that 
must be applied externally because the 
insects are snetorial. Internal appli- 
citicns or poisons such as Paris graen 
and other arsenites will have no effect 
whatever upon the Sin Josa scale, be- 
cause it does not devour the t'tssaa of 
the plant upon which the poison m»y 
be pluced, but lives by sucking, and 
consequently would not obtain the 
material intended for i'. It should 
not be njeesEa?y for us to sga'.n 
attention to the fact that Bosdeaux 
Mixture, which is a fungicide only, is 
not to be uted as a remedy agaiast in- 
sects, as a fungicide is a preventive of 
plant disesses. However, we have re- 
cently heard of persons who have been 
spraying with Bordeaux Mixture for 
San Jose, and, of eoursp, their l&bor 
a^.d mnt:r:al were lost.
